Thirty men, who were 'em- 
ployed at the works, with their families, will be'taken to Hazen;, and 
their trade will be lost to Reno. 


Charles Snyder. one of the largest owners: of the- ore-purchasing 


plant, declares that the increase in, freight rates is alone responsible fo*r 
the company's decision to move to Hazen. 


Manager Roberts, of the Riverside mill, is doubtful if that plant can 


long continue operations unless a freight rate which will enable it to 
compete with flour manufacturers in ^Sacramento, Stockton and San 
Francisco is granted.

announced a rale on this product of 50 cents a ton to Mina. It now 
remains for the Tonopah & Gokifiekl to make a.'rate from Mina. to,the 
southern camps, which will enable the Riverside mill "to compete with 
the tidewater mills.

In carrying out this operation 
some feathers had 
been 
entangled 


around its "beak, and, not being able 
to use its claws to get rid of them, tha 
bird was almost dead from hunger 
Wihen found.

"In a. case recorded by M. Magnin, 


a snipe which was seen to fly away 
with a broken leg was subsequently 
found to have forced the fragments 
into a parallel position, and. they were 
secured there by means of a strong 
band of feathers and moss inter- 
mingled.

ticularly .struck by the application of 
•a ligature of a kind of 
flat-leaved 


grass, wound around the limb in.spiral 
form and fixed hy means of glue-like 
substance."
